Some of the exponents of the 
modernized revision of the ancient sy stems 
of religion of the Eas t will remain in this 
c ountry for a time, and one of these, Rev 
B B N a ga rk ur will deliver a lecture in 
R ock for d next S a t ur d a y evening on " T he 
Religious and Social Life of India.” 
He 
represents the sect k now n as the Brahtno 
Somaj, is a gra duate of the University of 
Bom bay and one of the most scholarly re4 
ligious teachers in the Orient. 
He was 
treated to an ovation in Chicago and re 
ceived m any calls to lecture at different 
points. 
He belongs to the 
‘high caste,” 
and is one of the three representatives 
from Ind ia who produced the most pro 
found impression on the recent religious 
parliament. 
T ne Rock ford Register-Gazette, in an 
nouncing this ge nt l e m a n’s forthcoming 
lecture, say s: 
" T he interest center ing in this gentle ­ 
man from the far east is partly due to the 
fact that until very recent y ears compa r 
atively little has been certainly k now n of 
the Hindoo religions, and partly because 
of the gre at scholarship and unexpected 
ability show n by these foreign delegate*. 
T o m any of our most intelligent people 
this last mentioned fact is indeed a re ve ­ 
lation. T ha t they should und erstand their 
ow n authors and their ow n sy stems of re 
ligion is not so wonderful, hut that they 
should prove equally at hom e

English author s and our English Bible is 
startling, and to find y et. further, that at 
least some of these great teachers of the 
east are work i ng and leaching along the 
same lines and enf orcing the identical 
truths Christianity teaches and holding 
Christ as the most perfect model of r ight ­ 
eousness the world has .y et seen, is a new 
discovery . Brahmo-Houmj literally means 
‘wor shiping assembly .' 
This sect is in 
tensely spiritual and theologically re pre ­ 
sent* Christianity more nearly than any 
sect in India."

W h en death on sued, a hatch­ 
ment w as set up iti the same spirit of 
vainglory. 
A ll tho w indow s in the 
house were dosed for a term, the d u ra­ 
tion of w hich was fixed by custom, hut 
w hich bore a relation to the estate of the 
deceased and the consequent degree of 
exaltation des< ending upon Ids heirs. 
A ll healthy anim als delight in noise. 
T he description includes barbarous folk 
and children. 
Dogs bark (curs onl> 
sneak off), birds scream , 
hoys shout, 
girls clap hands to their ears in sweet 
confusion, horses paw, all anim ate na­ 
ture responds tot ueexhilaration o( noise. 
The sick do not. 
In every form of sick­ 
ness tho nervous function is deranged. 
As we have seen above m ankind 
has 
shown its appreciation of this fact hy it« 
customs. 
Fi.xeessive sensibility to noise 
is thus one sym ptom of neurotic degen­ 
eration. 
Ii is the m ark of one broad dis­ 
tinction between the state of civilization 
and its opposite. 
It. testifies to one part 
of the price w hich that state exacts from 
man on his physical side. 
W ith in civilizatio n itself indifference 
to noise is one of iho distinctions of a 
system rudely healthful, both in body 
and mind. 
The converse of this projio- 
sition is equally true. 
W h en ever a per 
son displays peculiar sensitiveness to 
noise w e m ay know that the case is om 
of an unwholesom e m ind in an unw hole 
some body. 
From the fact that the dis­ 
turbance is essentially a neurotic one it 
follow s that it is controllable to a great 
extent by the w ill. 
M uch of the dis 
turbauee that is experienced from noisi 
can be put completely* aside by exereisi 
of the w ill. 
A barking dog m ay keep 
one person aw ake w hile hi« healthier or 
wiser neighbor ¡sleeps til«' sleep of th< 
just. 
U nder the pinging of the eabh 
car hells a valetud inarian subsides into 
frenzy w h ile his younger clerk is lapped 
in dreams of tin* equally unconscious 
typ ew riter on the next floor. 
Tho con 
trust here need not bo one of relutivi 
strength of m ind m erely; one of the tw o 
minds is sick. 
In such a case the w ill power is im ­ 
paired. It would probably be found that 
the com plaining person is also irritab le, 
passionate, perhaps consumed 
by self 
contem plation. 
In m any eases of this 
order relief could no doubt he gained 
through treatm ent by suggestion, 
lint 
in va stly the greater num ber the patient 
is conqwtent to m inister to himself. 
Ho 
is still capable of exert ing the w ill, and 
in this exercise lies complete and per­ 
m anent 
cure. 
Furtherm ore, the cure 
does not apply alone to the p articu lar 
noise th at m ay have culled for it. It w ill 
be found to have influenced the m ind 
jiorm uneiitly. 
The injurious effects a t­ 
tributed to noise do not proceed from 
w ithout, but from w ithin. 
They do not 
inhere in tho aerial vibrations, but in the 
m ental resjMUi«e made t>> them. 
F in a lly it ought to be observed that 
the disease is one that increases by be­ 
ing yielded to. 
The noise that is first, 
noticed as an annoyance in some m o­ 
ment of irritation , anxiety or other n erv­ 
ous disturbance can be nursed into an 
object of horror.
